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Second Rabid 
Skunk Killed 
In Lake Co. 

The appearance of a second 
rabid skunk In Lake County 
has brought a further warn- 
ing from- Dr. Arthur G. 
Baker. Director of the Lake 
County Health Department. 

This is the second report 
within two months of a rabid 
skunk in the county, the first 
having been killed in Haw- 
thorn Woods. The latest one 
was reported by Mr. Vcr 
Plaueken, who lives north of 
Lake Zurich. The head of 
the animal was examined at 
the Illinois Dcpt. of Health 
Laboratory where rabies was 
confirmed. 

Dr. Baker and Dr. John 
Wawlrka, county rabies in- 
spector, urged citizens to be 
on the lookout if skunks arc 
seen during the daytime, and 
to report such occurrences to 
the Rabies Inspector or the 
local police department. The 
skunk is normally a noctur- 
nal animal, and when observ- 
ed in the daytime, it is indica- 
tive of abnormal behavior 
due to rabies infection. 

Me Henry county has had 
nn outbreak of skunk rabies 
(luring the past year, and 
these cases in Lake County 
may be an extension of the 
outbreak in McIIenry. 

Owners of dogs and catB 
are urged by Dr. Wawir/ka to 
secure autirabies shots in or- 
der to protect their animals.

Maxwell, 40, of Chicago, a 
passenger in the car driven 
by Betty Lobcllo, 30, Chi- 
cago. She was driving Mux- 
well's car. 

Two Witnesses to the acci- 
dent, Mr. and Mrs, Fred Bur- 
ger of Salem, said that the 
Maxwell car had been travel- 
ing north on Route 83 and 
made a left turn in front of 
a car driven by Josephine 
Labasan. 22. of Chicago. The 
Labasan car was headed 
south on Route 83. 

Miss Lobello suffered a 
fractured ankle and nose and 
internal chest Injuries. Miss 
Labasan had a bump on her 
head, a bruised right arm. 
and was suffering from 
shock. Ruth Murphy, 31. 
Chicago, a passenger in the 
Labasan car, received a frac- 
tured right arm, cuts on her 
head and a bruised lcg 
Cheryl Murphy, 7, had a 
bump on her head.

There are obviously .a great many motorists 
who either never knew certain laws. or have for- 
gotten them. They must have, as no motorist, 
we're sure, would willingly break- the law. 

First, it's illegal to make U-turns in the mid- 
dle of the block, particularly on Main St. This 
law is broken so frequently on Main St. in Antioch 
that it has apparently become common practice. 

A couple of weeks ago we watched a young 
man swing out of a parking place on Main St., 
make a U-turn, and hit a parked car on the op- 
posite side-of the street. 

The same day, we watched as a much older 
man swung suddenly out of a parking place, be- 
gan a speedy U-turn, and screeched to a halt 
about two feet from a startled pedestrian who was 
starting to cross the street ' 

These are just two of the accident-causing 
results of illegal U-turns. 

Policemen obviously can't be everywhere 
all the time. It might help to put up a few signs 
reminding motorists that U-turns are illegal. ' 

The law also says thaLmotorists are supposed 
to stop, or slow down, so as to yield the right-of- 
way to pedestrians crossing the street at cross- 
walks. There are several clearly-marked cross- 
walks in Antioch. Rarely do we see a motorist 
stop for pedestrians in those 'crosswalks. And 
Antioch police do not seem inclined to remind 
them of the law. A few reminders, and again, a 
few signs, could very possibly cut down on the 
number of infractions of these laws considerably.

Many places In the county 
have already posted "Mem- 
bers Only" sign and special 
exorbitant price lists for 
t'non-members." What they 
don't specify is that non-mem- 
bership refers to the white 
race-. 

So far there have been few 
racial incidents in Lake Coun- 
ty's resort areas, but the 
sudden emergence of scores 
of "private clubs" is almost 
certain to be recognized as a 
subterfuge by civil rights 
leaders and the legality of 
these "clubs" will be tested. 

While on the subject of 
civil rights we wonder if 
civil rights leaders will be as 
vociferous in the denuncia- 
tion of the "reverse discrim- 
ination" sometimes practiced 
in criminal court actions in 
Lake County. 

Under this "reverse dis- 
crimination" Negro defend- 
ants are given grt-al leniency 
and consideration in such 
areas, as possession of deadly 
weapons, knifings', cuttings, 
and unmoral behavior. 

The theory apparently lias 
boon that such incidents are 
the normal way of life for 
the Negroes and they should- 
n't he expected to conform 
to the same laws and stand- 
ards as the white people. 

This, of course, is an even 
more degrading form of dis- 
crimination than posting a 
sign "For Members Only." 

The decision to put Repub- 
lican County Central Com 
mittce Chairman Rolpert J 
Milton on a payroll with the 
bulk of the cost assumed by 
the Republican Federation 
is regarded generally as 
good move since it will give 
the pasty leader the oppor- 
tunity to devote full time to 
the chairmanship. 

There are some, however, 
who feel that the arrange- 
ment will give the federation 
which has a strong "Cold 
Coast" flavor, undue influ- 
ence on the* conduct of party 
affairs. 

Assurance of a weekly sti- 
pend for his efforts on behalf 
of the party should eliminate 
the temptation for Milton to 
become too intimately asso- 
ciated with a GOP primary 
candidate in the future, so he 
can devote more time to or- 
ganizing the campaigns at the 
county level. 

Miiton will certainly earn 
his money in the next few 
weeks just toting oil to trou- 
bled waters in his own baili- 
wick.

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What Kind of Dam? 

Every tlmo -severe floods 
hit some section of the coun- 
try there is renewed demand 
for the construction of 'big 
federal dams to catch and 
hold the water. Needless to 
says, this approach is solidly 
backed by socialized power 
groups who are more inter* 
csted in the power produc- 
ing potential of such dams 
than in their flood control 
value. • % 

The fact Is that, In a great 
number of cases, there is no 
need for tho big and extreme- 
ly expensive dams. Small 
earth-filled dams in the head- 
waters can capture the water 
before, not after, the damage 
has been done and Inter ro- 
rcase it into rivers in an or- 
derly fashion. These small 
dams can he 'constructed at a 
relatively modest cost by 
local contractors, thereby 
helping local communities. 
They would back up reser- 
voirs that would serve as rec- 
reation areas and provide fish 
habitat in the higher eleva- 
tions. And there would be 
fewer productive, valleys in- 
undated by the lakes that the 
huge federal projects create. 

Sound conservation involv- 
es obtaining maximum re- 
sult for minimum cost. When 
it comes to effective flood 
control, networks of small 
dams can often Till the bill 
perfectly.
